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STANDING ASIDE JURORS. 

Under an act passed soon after the close 
of the war ihe prosecuting attorneys of the 
government in all criminal cases—in mis- 
demeanors as well as capital cases—have been 
in the habit of assorting the entire panel by 
sending jurors they were in doubt about to 
the foot of it. The practice of standing jurors 
to the foot of the panel was originated in 
England, where it was used by the officers of 
the crown against the people; and the prac- 
tice in this country has not, it seems, been 
more commendable. The committee on the 
revision of the laws attempted, on Monday, 
© suspend the rules for the purpose of re- 
stricting the practice to treason and capita! 
efienses, and in the course of the debate that 
followed it was made plain that the republi- 
eans desired to retain the practice for use in 
election cases. Mr. Buchanan stated that 
it had not been employed in 
Georgia, but Mr. Dibble of . South 
Carolina stated that it in the recent trials in 
his siate it bad played an important although 
not controlling part. ‘The panel was so con- 
atituted,”’ be said, ‘*in those trials that mem- 
bers c{ the election committees ofthe party 
im accord witb the administration were sworn 
as jurorsupon the panel. In -addition to 
that, the district attorney exer- 
cising this right of standing aside 
jurors, posiponed every one except those 
that were in alliance with hisown political 
party to the foot of the panel. Further, the 
defendants’ right of challange was exhausted, 
and the juries were composed entirely of those 
who were in political sympathy with the 
prosecution. But so frivolous were the cases 
presented that in one instance, uader instruc 
tions from the judge, thejury broughtin a 
verdict of not guilty, and in the other cases, 
with juries packed by the prosecution in the 
manner I have stated, there was absolute fail- 
wreto convict. Thére was nota single person 
belonging to the political party ofthe de- 
fendants upon either one of the juries, They 
were made upin the manner! have stated 
from their political opponents,”’ 

The republicans were however deaf to ar- 
gument, and under the lead of Mr. Reed, of 
Maine, and Mr. Bisbee of Florida, they mus- 
tered enough votes to deteat the 
motion to suspend the rules, which re- 
quires a two-thirds vote. The vote was 
yeas 153, nays 92. If, therefore, the bill can 
be reached on the calendar, there is no doubt 
of its passage. Every Georgia member wasin 
his seat and voted for the résolution, except 
Mr. Nicholls, who was paired with Mr. Kas- 
son, of lowa.

In the whole history of poliiics there has 
aever been a more amusing or a more ridicu-

The water that is now 
pumped into the city is notthe clearest in the 
world, but it remains to be proven that it is 
unhealthy. The health of the city is 
guod at present, and it has been s9 
a long time, and thereis no difficulty in pro- 
curing on the spot the mortality reports of 
the city. -No doubtthe canal will be built, 
and itis very important that no mistake be 
made at the outset. The people of Atlanta are 
very well satisfied withthe progress that is 
being made,and their anxiety relates far more 
to the fear of another mistake in procuring 
a water supply, than to haste in the construc- 
tion of a canal. Nearly half a million was 
put into the present system, and counci! has 
no intention of handing over even this sys- 
tem until it has ample assurances of some- 
thing better. : 
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A LONESOME MAN. 

Of all the aspirants forthe republican nom- 
nation, President Arthur seenis to be in the 
greatest trouble and to have the fewest 
friends.

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It is believed by many that the secret of the 
Keely motor has been stolen and utilized by an 
enterprising young Philadeiphian. As the story 
goes, one James Rodney Barlow gained access to 
Keely’s workshop, and concealing himself, saw 
Keely manipulating his motor. . Having detected 
the inventor's secret, and discovered,as be thought, 
its weak points, he went to work, and after a few 
months’ labor builta machine of his own, One 
night Barlow and a few friends tried the new motor 
en the West Jersey railroad. The experiment was 
@ perfect success, and the handcar to which the 
motor was attached whizzed alorg at the rate of 
seventy milesan hour. A reporter who was pres- 
ent describes the new motoras consisting of two 
cylindrical steel yessels, five inchesin diameter, 
by eighteen inches long, placed longitudinally 
about oneinch apart. Above them, also placed 
longitudinally, but at right angles to the two oth 
ers, and connected with them by steel necks or 
ways, wasa third cylindrical vessel three inches 
in diameter by nine inches long, 
From the head of each of the lower cylinders 
@ steel tude half gauinch in diameter projected. 
and two tubes were curved to meet each other 
four inches above. At their junction wasa small 
hand lever. !ythe side of the motor wasa ver. 
tical cylinder fitied with a rod and plunger, all an- 
ti-friction metal, and to this was atisched a smal] 
reiary Crank. A steel tube one-fourth of an inch 
in Ciameterconnected the upper cylinder of the 
motor with the vertical cylinder by its side. The 
reporter could learn nothing as to the internal 
Structure of the concern.

NEBRASKA THE FIRST. 

“What state vriziuated the arpor day ides ?”’ 

Nebraska bas the honor of Originating 
arbor day. Some ten years ago, at the re. 
quest of Hs state board of agriculture, the 
governor appointed the second Wednesday in 
Aprii asthe day to be devoted to economic 
tree planting, and it is claimed that 12 000- 
000 of trees were planted on that day. The 
SUCCESSIVE gOVernors have continued thus to 
recognize this day. The schools last 
epring adopted the Cincinnati plan’ of 
planting ‘memorial’ trees. The state 
board of agriculture annually awarded libera! 
prizes for the greatest number of trees plant- 
ed by apy one person on that day. Nebraska 
ig the banner s'ate for economic tree plant- 
ing, having ever 107,000 acres of cultivated 
woodland. Her example kas been closely 
followed by Kansas, which now claims over 
100,000 ‘acres similarly plaated. In 
that state arbor day was first observed 
in Topeka, when. tbe citizens cordially re- 
Sponced tothe proclamation of the mayor - 
and filled the public grounds with trees. Tha 
érbor dayin Minnesota, first ebserved in 
isi6, resulted, itis said, in planting over e 
million and a half of trees on that one day.’ 
Mr. Northrop is engaged by the state of I[n- 
diensa to arouse an interest in tree planting.
